Gettysburg's grocers 
advanced the 
retail price of granulated 
sugar to 
seven cents a pound this week aud it In 
predicted that before long the people 
will lie paying eight cents. 
The 
re­ 
tailers are helpless in the matter and 
mils* lioost their prices as the whole­ 
salers make the advances. The whole 
salt! price of granulated bas advanced 
to |«.50 hundred pounds and is expect 
ed to go to ti. on or higher. 
Brown 
sugar,the price of which has been five 
cents, is now six. 


The chief cause, of the increase is 
the scarcity of raw materials Cuba’* 
cane crop is a failure. 
So is Europe’s 
beet crop. 


But the 
independent refiners find 
another cause. 
On every 
burrel of 
sugar they send out they are pasting 
a big black and 
white luliel which 
reads: “ The sugar in this barrel cists 
two cents more per pound 
than 
it 
would cost if the tariff were taken off 
of sugar. 
W rite to your congressman 
and senators and urge them to vote for 
Frau -Sugar. ’ ’ 


The independents have I teen forced 
to lead in the price advance in sugar. 
They claim that what little sugar cane 
and sugar fleets 
are grown in this 
country is in the hands of the trust,

The sugar cane on the. market is all 
Fast Indian sugar, chiefly from 
Java. 
The independents have to get all their 
raws from the East 
Indies this year 
and the sugar they manufacture pays 
a tax of two cents a pound.

A farm hand, who worked near the 
place where Mrs. Meanie was killed, 
is iii custody in Chicago, ii-* sent a 
letter to the authorties telling them 
what he heard the* night of the tour 
der. He saw Henry Beattie shoot and 
kill his wife. His letter reads on this 
most Important point as follows: 
“ I was employed a 
a farm hand by 
a man on tit** Midlothian road, whose 
name I will give if called. On Tuesday 
night, Ju ly is. I wa. try ng to filii a 
stray cow. My search led me to the 
edge of Hie field neat the road. I saw 
an automobile stop there. I heard a 
sound of angry voices I stayed behind 
a tree because I did licit want to min- 
fie in this trouble. Then I heard the 
man say: 
‘“ I'm tire* of this. 
Il l not stand 
this any longer.* There was a pause 
aud the woman replied: 
“ ‘Wiijr, what are you going to do 
about it?* Then, according to the let 
ter, a man told the woman that he 
would just as leave* kill hei as not. 
“ Then I saw Hie gun in a man’s 
hand and the woman jump down from 
her seat into the road. The automobile 
was stopped when i first saw it. The 
luau then ran around to where the 
woman stood and stiuc k her on the 
right side of the head with the stock 
of the gun. 
“ She fell on her back in the road. 
Then Hie man aimed the gun at her 
head ami shot her through the left 
side of her face. 
“ Having done so, he* threw the run 
into the c.:r, picked up the woman 
and threw her into the front seat, got 
in himself and was atiout to drive 
away when I jumped into the road. 
“ ‘You have killed that woman,’ I 
said to him. 
“ He turned and face! me. He said, 
‘What the devil has that got to do 
with you?’ 
" W ell,' I said, ‘I saw you kill her.’ 
“ Then the young man, whom I am 
sure was Henry Beattie, said to me, 
‘You don't want to say anything about 
this; I have got a lot of money an*! 
Influence and lf you wlil keep Mi ill 
you eau get money from me ami a lot 
of other things * “

Prosecutor 
Wendenburg 
said that lf Judge Watson would re- 
open the rase to the extent of admit­ 
ting this evidence, he would prove 
that this farm hand had been given a 
considerable sum cif money and a new 
suit of clothes to induce him to leave 
this part of the country.
